On Saturday. February 16 ,h . 201 3 your Affiant travelled to the Los Angeles International Airport 
where he took custody of Spencer Scarber from Deputy U.S. Marshal Frankie J. Sanchez Jr. Scarber 
had been taken into custody for outstanding felony warrants related to sex crimes. Prior to transporting 
Scarber to Fresno, CA, your Affiant viewed property belonging to Scarber which was removed from his 
person upon being taken into custody by Mexican Immigration Officials. Scarber's property contained a 
cellular telephone listed in Attachment W as item #1 , described as a MOBO cellu/ar telephone, bearing 
two IMEI numbers, IMEI 1 (#353562050103181) and IMEI 2 (#3 53 5620501 03 1S2) The telephone is 
purple in color. 

While travelling from Los Angeles to Fresno, Scarber identified the aforementioned cellular 
telephone as belonging to him and being the telephone that was removed from his person by Mexican 
Immigration Officials. Scarber stated initially that he possessed the cellular telephone for (1) one monm 
and corrected himself by stating that he possessed it for {2) months. Based on the investigation 
conducted by Detective s. Toscano (Exhibit 1 ) and the correlative time line of Scatters' fugitive status, H 
is believed that evidence of communication between Spencer Scarber and associated family members 
will be located on the cellular telephone and support a violation of PC32, 

The search warrant which was authored by Detective S Toscano on February, 15 th , 2013 was 
served al on Saturday, February 16", 2013 at about 0917 hrs. During the 

search warrant service, vehicle keys were located belonging to a 2003 Mitsubishi, bearing CA license 
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#5CTP467, red in color. The keys were located by Detective L. Swain inside of a purse belonging to Gai 
Scarber at the residence. This vehicle showed to be registered to Devon Renee Brown, a.k.a. Devon 
Renee Scarber, daughter of Gail Scarber. 

The vehicle was surveilled by Fresno Sheriffs Detectives on February 15 lh , 2013, and was seen 
to be driven by Gail Scarber. The vehicle was driven to an Enterprise Rent A Car, located at 6031 N. 
Blackstone Ave. in Fresno CA. While there, Gail Scarber rented a 2012 Toyota Corolla bearing CA lie 
#6VOG253, black in color. Detectives viewed Gail Scarber transfer property from the Mitsubishi to the 
Toyota prior to leaving the Mitsubishi in the parking lot of a Big O Tires business located at 6053 N. 
Blackstone Ave. No contact was made with Gail and the Mitsubishi vehicle for purposes of the necessary 
security of the investigation. 

On February 16 th , 2013 at about 1547 hrs, the Mitsubishi vehicle was searched pursuant to the 
search warrant (Exhibit 1). Inside the center console of the vehicle, a cellular telephone, listed in 
Attachment "A" as item #2 was located by Detective E. Mayo. The cellular telephone is described as an 
HTC model PB001000, IMEI #HT03WHG00755, black in color. 

Based on the circumstances and investigation described in Exhibitl and the aforementioned facts 
linking the contents of the Mitsubishi vehicle to Gail Scarber, it is believed that evidence of 
communication between Spencer Scarber and associated family members will be located on the cellular 
telephone and support a violation of PC32.

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Detective R. Grajcda and your affiant conducted a recorded interview with Kyle Scarber 
Kyle said after Spencer's court on Tuesday December 1 1 , 2012 about mtctaAeraoon Kyle 
and Spencer went to Spencer's knee doctor appointment located at Friant and Fresno Streets 
in Fresno. Kyle said after the doctor appointment they drove southbound Frianl which 
turned into Blackstone Avenue. Kyle said they stopped at a store/gas station and bought 
some gas. Kyle said he didn't know the name of the gas station. 

Kyle said after they got gas they drove southbound Freeway 4 1 to Manning and Hwy 99. 
Kyle said they stopped at a store and bought a couple small items to eat. Kyle said he and 
Spencer took the back way home to Squaw Valley. Kyte said he and Spencer spent time 
talking and they prepared for Spencer's testimony for Wednesday December 1 2, 20 12. 

Kyle said he and Spencer got home about 9:00 p.m. on Tuesday December 11, 2012. 
Kyle said between Tuesday December 1 1, 2012 at 9:00 p.m. and Wednesday December 12, 
2012 at 1 :30 a.m. he (Kyle) and Spencer spent time to study and they prepared for Spencers 
jury trial. Kyle said Spencer went to his bedroom. Kyle said the last lime he saw Spencer 
was at about 1 :30 a.m. the day he went missing. 

Kyle said he slept on a chair in the living room. Kyle never heard or saw Spencer leave 

the house. Kyle got up about 4:30-5:00 a.m. went to make a pot of coffee and noticed

Spencer's bedroom light on. Kyle checked and didn't see Spencer in his room. Kyle went 
outside to look for Spencer but couldn't find him. Kyle walked down his paved driveway 
t0ward ^^^^^^H- K y )e found the ga'e open, pair of crutches, his CHP flashlight, 
one of Spencer's tennis shoe and blood. Kyle said after his discovery he called his CHP 
dispatch who forwarded him to FSO dispatch to report his son missing. 

Kyle said his wife Gail, Gail's mother, and Kyle's step-daughter Crystal and daughter 
Stephanie left Fresno County on Tuesday night, December 1 1 , 2012 after they discovered a 
threatening letter/note in his chain link fence in from of his house. Ky le said his family

feared for their safety so they left for the time being. 

Kyle suspected a group of people/friends of Spencer's were responsible for Spencer's 
disappearance. The group of people had some involvement in the case that Spencer was on 
trial for. FSO detectives started investigating each person in the group. The investigation 
revealed each member in the aforementioned group had nothing to do with Spencer's 
disappearance. 

The investigation revealed that Gail Scarber, Crystal Reynoso (Scarber) and Stephanie 
Walker (Scarber) left Fresno County on Tuesday December 1 1, 2012 and traveled to 
Oceanside, CA. Stephanie Walker was married to Cody Walker, a Marine. Stephanie and 
Cod y Iive at ^^^^^^M Oceanside, CA. Gail's mother, Sue Reynoso also 
traveled with Gail, Crystal, and Stephanie. 

FSO detectives contacted Immigration Custom Enforcement agents and requested a check 
for Gail Scarber's vehicle (white 2000 Toyota Avalon) crossing the border into Mexico. ICE 
reported they photograph eveiy license plaleas it crosses the border. ICE was given the 
license plate to Gail Scarber's vehicle and they started checking their records. 

ICE agents also checked to see if Spencer Scarber had a Passport. On December 12, 2012 
at about 5:00 p.m., ICE agents provided information that Spencer Scarber applied for a 
Passport in October of 2012. The request was expedited because Spencer Scarber said he 
was going on a two week cruise on November 6, 2012. The Passport was issued on October 
24, 201 2. Spencer didn't go on a cruise on November 6, 20 1 2 but that was the date set for 
the original rape trial. ICE confirmed that Spencer had not used the Passport, but added that 
when crossing into Mexico, Passports usually are not checked. 

On December 13, 2012, ICE Agent Mike Prado #1028 said a vehicle with the license 
plate "4MFG862" drove over the United States/Mexico border at the San Isidro International 
crossing on Wednesday December 12, 2012 at 3:24 a.m. the day Spencer was to testify in 
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court, This vehicle license plate was registered to Sheldon Kyle Scarbcr or Gail L. Scarbcr 
of California Highway PatroL There was no address listed on the registration. The license 
plate was for a 2000 Toyota. ICE Agents farther reported that Cryslal Rcynoso (Scarbcr) 
and Gail Scarbcr used ihe pedestrian crossing al San Isidro International and crossed into ihc 
United States from Mexico on Wednesday December 12, 2012 at 4:44 a.m. This was the 
same day Spencer was to testify on his behalf. The Scorber family followed Spencer's trial 
up until Tuesday December 1 1,2012 when the prosecution rested their ease. Gail's and 
Crystal's passports were tracked when they utilized them at the border crossing 

On Thursday December 1 3, 2012, Spencer Scarber's jury trial continued without 
Spencer's present. On Friday December 14, 20 1 2, the jury found Spencer Scarbcr guilty of 
rive of the six counts. Spencer now faced up to 82 years to life in prison. There was a no 
tail bench warrant issued for Spencer Scarbcr, DOB 7-4-82 regarding the rape case and a 
S50O,0Q0.O0 bench warrant for a PC26L5 case. Spencer Scarbcr's whereabouts are 



inknown at this time. 

On Friday December 14 T 2012 Detective R, Grajeda and I drove to^^^^^^H 
H in Oceanside, CA. We arrived about 9:00 p,m. Our intent was to interview Stephanie 
Walker, Cody Walker, Crystal Rcynoso and Gail Scarber about Spencer Scarbcr We 
mocked at the front door and there was no answer. We checked with neighbors but met with 
legative results. 

We returned to our vehicle and your affiant noticed a missed call. Your affiant listened to 
he voice mail. The caller identified herself as attorney Kim Hall. Kim Hall said she 
eprescmed Kyle and Gail Scarbcr and in light of what was in the media about Spencer 
Icarber, Kyle and Gail were not providing any statements. 

Your affiant authored a search warrant on December 18, 2012 it was signed by Fresno 
:ounty Superior Court Judge David Gottlieb. The search warrant was for Kyle's and 
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Jpencer's residence at ^^^^^^^^^^^ft Squaw Valley, in Fresno County, The 
>urpo$e of the search warrant was (o search Spencer* s home for evidence of his missing 
jerson investigation, evidence of possible violation of Penal Code 32 and evidence for 
Spencer's whereabouts. 

The investigation revealed from cell phone records of the Scarber' s family that the 
Jearber's traveled to southern California. The investigation also revealed from forensic 
examination of computers and media devices collected from the ^^^^^^^B that the 
Scarber's spent time searching Mexico and the Mexico border regarding what was checked 
>r not checked when crossing the border* 

The investigation has revealed that the Scarber family possibly assisted Spencer Scarber 
ivoid trial and/or punishment for his rape conviction, 

The Scarber family quit cooperating with your affiant's missing person investigation. 
The Scarber family gave notice to your affiant that they have each obtained an attorney and 
were not answering any questions or providing any information regarding the missing 
person, Spencer Stephanie Walkers (Scarber) husband, Cody Walker also refused to talk to 
your affiant. 

It is your affiant's experience of twelve-thirteen years when investigating missing person 
cases that the missing person's family always cooperated with Law Enforcement to help with 
finding their family member 

On Friday February 15, 2013 at about 1:00 a.m. Detective D- Davis and your affiant were 
called out to follow up with information FSO received about Spencer Scarber *s whereabouts. 
Your affiant made contact with a confidential witness (CW) about Gail Scarber. CW said Gail 
Scarber reported that Spencer Scarber was detained in Acapulco, Mexico pending a positive 
identification. CW was in contact with Gail CW said Gail was paranoid and worried for 
Spencer Gail needed to go to Mexico to deliver a form of identification for Spencer to prove

who he was. Gail wanted CW to go to Mexico with her today (2-15-13) but CW didn't want 
to get involved. CW got worried for CW's safety and the safety of CW's family. CW called 
Law Enforcement for help. 

Gail didn't give CW any details of how Spencer got to Mexico except to say he was in 
Mexico. Gail wanted to rent a car to travel to southern California and possibly to Mexico. 
Gail wanted to leave her vehicle at the CW's residence but she wasn't allowed too. 
CW reported Gail called her husband, Assistant CHP Chief Kyle Scarber and daughter Crystal 
Reynoso but didn't know if they conversed or not. __jL_ 

FSO detectives started surveillance on Gail Scarber. Gail rented a black Toyota Corolla, 
license number 6VOG253 from Enterprise Rent a Car at Bullard and Blackstone Avenues. 
Gail was/is currently under surveillance by Law Enforcement. Surveillance units watched 
Gail enter a Target store at Bullard and Blackstone Avenues in Fresno. FSO Del. D. Isaac 
checked with Target and found out Gail bought two International pre-paid cell phones (Go 
phones). There was video footage and a purchase receipt of the aforementioned transaction. 

The surveillance on Gail Scarber revealed she picked up Crystal Reynoso at Walgreens 
located at Shaw and Fowler Avenues in Clovis. 

A few minutes later Gail went back to the CW's house. The CW believed Gail and Crystal 
were headed to southern California. CW couldn't hear very well because Gail and Crystal 
whispered. What CW overheard was whether they should pay or give money to the 
authorities. I assumed they meant the Mexican authorities. CW said Gail and Crystal used 
one of the new pre-paid phones Gail bought. CW overheard that maybe they should call Kyle 
Scarber so he could make the decision about paying the Mexican authorities. Before I hung 
up with CW, CW reminded me to remember the name of "Brandon Smith." I asked CW to 
repeat what he said. CW said to remember the name "Brandon Smith." I remembered that we 
seized paperwork/information from Kyle Scarber's vehicle and his residence on 12-12-12 and 
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on 12-19-12 regarding the name of Brandon Smith. The investigation revealed that Spencer 
Scarber or his family tried to create a false identification for Spencer Scarber. 

At about 3:00 p.m. your affiant found out that Spencer Scarber was positively identified 
and in custody in Acapulco Mexico. Spencer's current photographs with his lattoos were sent 
from Mexico to Fresno County Law Enforcement. Spencer had been arrested last night about 
7:00 p,m- Your affiant learned that Gail Scarber called US immigration to inquire about 
Spencer's status and procedure for hts release from Mexico. 

Shortly after 3:00 p.m. 1 learned out that Gail Scarber dropped off Crystal Reynoso and 
then headed toward the direction of Squaw Valley, possibly to her home at | 



At about 3;45 p.m. Gail went to unknown locations on 



near 



her home. We do not have the exact addresses or what her reasons for going to the locations 
at this lime. 

By obtaining the aforementioned items it wil! be used to further the investigation for 
violation of Penal Code 32. The investigation is ongoing. 
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
